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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 41-45 are pending. Applicant cancelled claims 1-40. Applicant's 
REMARKS regarding the restriction requirement are moot due to the cancelled claims. 
Applicant's October 13, 2005 REMARKS are noted and are convincing with regards to 
the Matsuyama and Stewart rejections. According these rejections are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 41-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gotunda, US 6,707,570. 

Gotanda discloses, e.g. Figs. 16-20, a network, inputting means, e.g. 122-123, 
uploading means, e.g. 147, and print ordering means, e.g. 204. Gotanda does not 
disclose the network as the Internet. Official Notice is taken that Internet networks used 
in a print order environment has been common knowledge in the art prior to Applicant's 
filing date. 

To have provided and Internet network for Gotanda would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. The motivation for providing such would have been to 
implement a common knowledge network communication system. 

Applicant's October 13, 2005 attempt at traversing the Official Notice findings as 
stated in the July 13, 2005 Office Action is inadequate. Adequate traversal is a two 
step process. First, Applicant must state their traversal on the record. 
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Second, and in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .1 1 1(b) which requires Applicant to 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the Office Action, Applicant must state why 
the Office Action statements are not to be considered common knowledge or well 
known in the art. 

In this application, Applicant has clearly not met step (1 ) as no traversal of 
Official Notice has been taken. Merely disagreeing with the analysis does not rise to the 
level of traversal. Second, Applicant has failed step (2) since they have failed to argue 
why the Official Notice statements are not to be considered common knowledge or well 
known in the art. The standard of "not seen to disclose or to suggest" is not convincing. 
Also, no segmented claim language is presently present. Thus, the Examiner is not 
clear what Applicant is referencing. Because Applicant's traversal is inadequate, the 
Official Notice, e.g. common knowledge, statements are taken to be admitted as prior 
art. See, MPEP§ 2144.03. 

Gotanda, in combination with Official Notice, is deemed to meet Applicant's claim 
language. 

3. A further pertinent reference of interest is noted on the attached PTO-892. 
Sasaki, US 6,303,400, discloses a print order apparatus and method. Yoshioka, US 
6,698,949 discloses a print order system having start/stop times.
